er re<iuested each memb er to b ring 
a b ook or a donation of 25 cents 
for the lib rary fund.

MANAGEMENT 
OF FARM HERDS 
IS NECESSARY 


CuH Poor, Diseased Cows, 
Feed Lil)erally , Say s 
Prof. Yapp 


^ .^ Ithough the dairy outlook for 
I jk ciiming y ear in Illinois may not 
V b e highly optimistic, b etter times 
undoub tedly lie ahead for produc­ 
ers who plan their Ib do operation.^ 
to include some half dozen p'od 
m anagem ent practices, in the opin­ 
ion of Prof. W. W. Yapp, chief in 
dairy cattle a t the College of A g­ 
riculture, U niversity of lllinoi;-. 
Considering present outlook, it is 
highly desirab le for dairy men to 
cull out of their herds, <m the 
b asis of production, all milk cows 
and other anim als of doub tf/jl val­ 
ue. 
Furtherm ore, only tho.-e hei­ 
fers should b e raised that are from 
good cows and sii’os and which may 
oe expected to raise the av(*rage 
production of tht‘ herd. 
The future months will also oe 
a good time to cull out all diseased 
animals. 
Ten y ears of tests at the 
V . of I. College 
of 
Agriculture 
show that hei'ds reacting to con­ 
tagious ab ortion y ield at least 17 
per cent less milk and b utterfat 
than non-reacting or clean herds. 
Good cows should b e fed lib er­ 
ally and according to production, 
for even the b etter animals must 
b e fed adequately to return a proht. 
Dairy m en short on perennial m ea­ 
dows 
will need 
plant enough 
soy b eans and cowpeas to supply 
their roughage needs. 
These recommendations are sug- 
ge.sted b y four “ sign posts” which 
indicate something of 
the 
road 
ahead, Prof. Yay y sai<l. 'Hiey in­ 
clude reduced supplies of dairy jiro- 
ducts in storage at the end of lhh4: 
a marked tendency to reduce the 
num b er of dairy cattle since last 
Jun e; a decidedly diminishing feed 
supply for the first six months of 
1035, and an unfavorab le relation 
b etween the price of feed and the 
prices of milk and other dairy pro­ 
ducts. 
As the y ear ad.ancos there will 
likely b e ‘ a gradual though not 
large increa.-e in the prices of dairy 
products, said Prof. Yapp. 
Like­ 
wise, the relation b etween the price 
of grain and the ;rice of milk will 
gradually b ecome more favorab le. 
A fter proper cow culling the price 
of 
the 
rem aining 
dairy 
cattle 
should gradually rise, and the m ar­ 
gin of difference b etween the ])rice 
of grades and good purei» reds will 
j b e^>me somewhat wider.

Shortages of grain are testing 
the skill of Illinois .stockmen in 
carry ing tlieir fcsef calves through 
the w inter on tne feeds which are 
availab le. 
In their efforts to hold down 
m ounting expenses resulting from 
higher grain prices, as well as con­ 
serve on the limited feed supplies, 
m any producer^ are rely ing almost 
entirely upon roughage during the 
early part of the feeding period, it 
is said.

D. K. D rap­ 
er requested each m em ber to bring 
a booh or a donation of 25 cents 
for the library fund.

The blisses Effie and l ucy Shepard 
offered their home and their ser­ 
vices, and so became the custodians 
of the first public library in the 
A lliage of A rlington H eights. 
Later, the books were tra n sfe r­ 
red to a vacant room in the school 
building where a special com m it­ 
tee from the W om an’s club s?i .ed 
as librarians. 
Mrs. Best was one 
who gave her tim e to the service. 
She. nam es as other faithful work­ 
ers, Mrs. Eleanor C. Haynes. Miss 
Kila Taylor and Mrs. Fred I» ren - 
zt*n 
By stereopticon shows, ice cream 
socials, bazaars— little by little— 
the women added to their fund for 
a perm anent 
building

th eir books. 
It w as a difficult job, 
and seem ingly so futile that many 
m em bers were tem pted to give it 
up and spend the money elsewhere.
